‘15 miles from the U.S: Central communications centre of Taegu. 

Far to the South, the Reds wore massing four crack divisions East of Chin. 
ju for the drive on Pusan, only 35 miles away. PaES : 


In the Central sector, , 
American planes blasted a 
large cnemy | armoured .force 
half a mile West of the Nak- 
tong. Associated Press cor- 
respondent Leif Erickson said 
the U.S. planes knocked out 
four of five tanks movine 
North-East’ toward. Waegiwan 
and pounded Red -ortillery, 
trucks and troops. 


American artillery also hurled 
‘hells into the convey. The big 
Communist offensive, likely to 
hit at two or more poiats simul-- 
tancously, appeared at hand.

Arthur's Headquarters safd that 
when the Reds began moving 
thelr forces In daylight cn ex- 
pored: ronds: it would signal the 
nearness af their offensive, For 
the past few days they had con- 
cenled thely movements, Now 
they were coming Into the open. 

The next big Communist drive 
was expected in the critical 
Southern rcctor Eust of Chinju. 
There the Reds hurled four probe 
fag assaults on. Thursday and 
yesterlay but were repulscd with 
heavy losses.

The campaign in Malaya is now going forward 
on threo main fronts, said the High Commis- 
sioncr, Sir Honry Gurnay;, at the opening of 
the Advanced Approved School ot Telok Mas, 


: Malacca. . 


This school, the first of its kind in the Far East, 
provides education: and industrial’ instruction 
for young offenders over the age of 14, de- 
signed to prepare them for their future res- 
ponsibilities in society. 


Of the three fronts of which 
Sir Henry ‘spoke, the first !s 
the field of operations against 
the forces of Communism, 
wherever they may be found. 
In this campaign, under the 
charge of General Sir Harold 
Briggs, the machinery is now 
well organised, and is operat- 
ing to a sound plan. 

The second is that of economic 
and social. development, The]. 
Federation's six-year draft deve- 
lopment plan has just been 
published;: and = the Rural and 
Industrial Development Author- 
ity, under the- chairmanship of 
Dato Onn. begins Its work next 
month, This Authority has ao 
tremendous opportunity and task: 
to make new land available for 
co-operative small-holder deve- 
lopment; to open up fresh coun- 
try, with roads and police posts, 
for new crops and productive 
settlement; and to free. the pri- 
mary producer from his depen- 
dence upon credit traders and 
middlemen.

Mr, Attlee, is. After all, the 
head of Britain's administra- 
tion, which, as Lady Violet 
Bonham Carter sweetly obser- 
ved the other day, “is a poor 
thing, but our own.” 


The Prime Minister has a good 
deal to explnin to us. Mr, Chur- 
chill, in his powerfully ‘concisa 
review... spoke of Soctalism's 
“fearful accountability,” And, in« 
deed, too many unthinking voters 
have b taken as much by sur-, 
prise by the latest revelations of 
of tardily apprehended Interna- 
tional danger arn once were the 
Ladtes of Cranford by tho failure 
of their Jolnt Stock Bank, 


They have had a lesson In tho 
unwisdom of putting thelr trust 
unquestionably in the Govern- 
ment, while, for tts turn, tho 
Government should have had ao 
lesson in the unwisdom of ree 
fusing to “trust the people." 


Lame passage 


For if that political slogan of 
Lord Randolph Churchill - meant 
anything, os so few such slogans 
do, it meant that the People 
should be trusted with the truth 
rather than that statesmen should 
unquestionably trust the people's 
judgment. 


In one of he lamest passares 
of his two broadly commendable 
interventions in the Defence de- 
bate, Mr. Shinwell, the best 
Minister of Defence we have had 
since Mr, Churchill, in order ‘o 
justify the folly of glving British 
Jet secrets to Russla, sald, “No- 
body three years ago expected 
that we should have to prepare 
for a major conflict.” - 

On the contrary. anybody in 
possession .of the barest: facts 
kenw by then that only prepara 
tion to defend ourselves in a 
major conflict could remove the 
growing danger of such a con- 
Milct. * 

“I must warn the country most 
seriously,” added the Prime 
Minister in his turn, “that the 
more hopeful condition of a few 
months ago no longer rules.” 
What more hopeful condition? . 

Who reported it or. was it mere- 
ly some foolish, wishful hunch 
on the port of Socialist wind- 
bags windy of a public . opinion 
they had led in misleading? 

It Js of course, true that, as Mr,: 
Churchill sald, “only two’ months

A rare exhibition 


‘An exceptionally representative 
array of modern European paint- 
ings will be put on view at the 
Jacobean Room of the Hong Kong 
Hotel on Tuesday and Thursday. 

The exhibition will consist of 
36 oils, seven watercolours, and 10 
palette-knife paintings on wood, 

This collection was assembled 

y oa distinguished Chinese 
resident of Hong Kong, who has 
just returned from & trip to 
Europe.

Queen Mary's personal npart- 
ments are on the first floar, overe 
looking the garden and the Mall, 
They consist of her bedroom, her 
boudoir, where she attends to her 
correspondence and her work, and 
her private dining-room. — In 
these rooms the formal grandeur 
of the state apartments Js soften- 
ed by muny personal touches. 

Her sitting-room {is an apart~ 
ment of modest proportions with 
a French window and two flank- 
ing windows, Its walls are hung 
with silk in a delicate shade of 
soft grey-blue. There Is no 
abundanee of ornate furniture. 
But every piece in the room Ss of 
the first quffilty, perfect in every 
detail, 

In the centre stands a large and 
very beautiful brass-bound writing 
table, before which is a gilt chair, 
with an exquisitely embroidered 
back, arms and seat, worked by 
Queen Mary herself, 

As she sits at her table, the win- 
dows are on her left, with two 
settees covered In pale blue-green 
satin near them, These, and a 
third jn the corner of this room, 
tre on rauch more formal Jines 
than the wide, soft couches be- 
loved of modern house-furnishers, 

On the walls are several cases 
of miniatures and fans, displaying 
some of Queen Mary's favourite 
treasures. In o tall, well-filled 
bookcase Queen Mary keeps some 
of her most-loved books, historical 
volumes, most of them in bindings 
that arc splendid examples of the 
bookbinder's craft. ; 

This, with some small picces of 
period furniture, each a collector's 
gem, complete the ‘equipment of 
the room:In which Queen Mary 
spends the greater. part of her 
working day indoors. 

There ore, incidentally, in the 
other. rooms of | Marlborough 
House, a total of between four and
